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The Subaltern.—Continued. 

We had slept about four or five hours, and the short hours of the 
morning were beginning to be lengthened, when our slumbers were 
disturbed by the arrival of a messenger from the advanced picquets, 
who came to inform us that the enemy were moving. As we had 
lain down in our clothes, with all our accoutrements on, we were un- 
der arms, and in column, in five seconds. It was not, however, 
deemed necessary that any advance on our part should be instantly 
attempted. We remained, on the contrary, quiet in the church ;,but 
standing in our ranks, we were perfectly ready to march to any quar- 
ter where the sound of firing might bespeak our presence necessary. 

We had stood thus about half an hour, when a second messenger 
from the out-post came in, from whom we learned, that a blue light 
had been thrown up within the enemy’s lines, and that their fires were 
all freshly trimmed. “Is itso?” said some of our oldest veterans ° 
“then there will be no work for us to-day—they are retreating ;’’ 
and so sure enough it proved. As soon as dawn began to appear, a 
patrole was sent forward, which returned immediately to state, that 
not a vestige of the French army was to be found. Their outposts 
and sentries were withdrawn, their baggage was all gone, and the 
whole of the right wing had disappeared. 
| The fact was, that Lord Wellington’s scheme had succeeded ac- 
cording to his expectations. The right of our army, after some ve 
haid fighting, turned the enemy's left ; took possession of most of his 
‘reloubts, and got into his rear; which compelled Marshal Soult 
isorely against his inclination, to abandon a position more tenable 
| than any which he had yet occupied. Towards his right, indecd AS 
I have already mentioned, it would have been little short of madness 

seriously to have attacked him; nor could his left have been broken 
{ue for the skilful maneuvreing on our part, which hindred anv rein. 
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forcements’ from being sentto it. This object being attained, howe- 
ver, to remain, at least with safety, even for a single day longer, on 
his ground, was impossible, and hence Soult only showed his wisdom 
and sound judgment by seizing the first favoarable opportunity to re- 
tire. 

The intelligence of the enemy's retreat was received, as such in- 
telligence is usually received, with great satisfaction. Not that we 
felt the smallest disinclination to renew the battle—quite the reverse ; 
but there is something in the idea of pursuing a flying enemy, far 
more exhilarating than in any other idea to which the human mind 
gives harbour ; and this we experienced, on the present occasion, to 
its fullextent. We had scarcely learned that the French troops had 
deserted their works, when an order arrived to advance; and that 
we prepared to obey with the most hearty good will. 

Whilst the men were swallowing a hasty meal, preparatory to the 
commencement of the march, | went, with two or three others, to vi- 
sit the spot where we had deposited such of our messmates as fell in 
the battle of yesterday. It is not often that a soldier is so fortunate 
— if, indeed, the thing be worth estimating as fortunate—as to be laid 
in his last rest in consecrated ground. Our gallant comrades enjoy- 
ed that privilege on the present occasion. The soldiers had collected 
them from the various spots where they lay, and brought them in, 
with a sort of pious respect, to the chureh-yard. Here they dug a

grave—one grave, itis true, for more than one body ; but what boots 


it? and here they entombed them, carefully tearing the green sod, 
and carefully replacing it upon the hillock. For my own part, I had 
little time to do more than wish rest to their souls; for the corps was 
already in motion, and in five minutes we were in the line of march. 

it was as yet quite dark, consequently objects could not be distin- 
guished at any considerable distance; but the farther we proceeded, 
the more strongly the day dawned upon us. [laving cleared the vil- 
lage, we came to a bridge thrown across a little brook, for the pos- 
session of which a good deal of fighting had taken place towards 
evening on the day before. Here we found several French soldiers 
lying dead, as well as one of our own men, who had ventured too far 
in pursuit of the enemy. A little way beyond the bridge, again, and 
to the left of the road, stood a neat chateau of some size. This our 
advanced party was ordered tosearch; and, as I chanced to be in 
command of the detachment, the office of conducting the search de- 
volved upon me. 

1 found the house furnished after the French fashion, and the fur- 
niture in a state of perfect preservation; nor did I permit the slight- 
est injury to be done to it by my men. The only article, indeed, 
which I was guilty of plundering, was a grammar of the Spanish 
languge, thus entitled, ‘‘ Grammaire ct Dictionnaire Francois et Es- 
pagnol—Nouvellement Revu, Corrige et Augmente par Monsieur De 
Maunory: Suivant I’Usage de la Cour d’Espagne.” Upon one of 
the boards is written, appartient a Lassalle Briguette, Lassallee. The 
book is still in my possession, and as our countries are now at peace, 
[ take this opportunity of informing Mr. Briguette, that [ am quite 
ready to restore to him his property, provided he will favor me with 
his address. Of course, Monsieur Briguette, like all the rost of the 
civilized world, reads our Fournal regularly. 

The room from which I] took the volume just alluded to was the li- 
brary, and by no means badly stored with books. I had not, howe- 
ver, much time to decipher the title pages, for, independently of the 
necessity under which [lay of pushing forward as soon as I had as- 
certained that none of the enemy were secreted here, my attention 
was attracted by a mass ef letters scattered overthe floor. The rea- 
der may judge of my surprize, when, on lifting one to examine its 
contents, I found it to be in the hand-writing of my own father, and 
addressed to myself. It was of a later date, too, than any commu- 
nication which I had received from home; and beside it were lying 
ahout twenty others, directed to difierent officers in the same divi- 
sion with myself. This let me into a secret. The house in which I 
now stood had been the official head-quarters of Marsha! Soult. A 
courier, who was bringing letters from Lord Wellington’s head-quar- 
ters, had been cut off by a patrole of the enemy’s cavalry; and 
hence all our epistles, including sundry bille!-doux from fair maidens 
at home, had been subjected to the scrutiny of the French marshal 
and his staff. ; 

Leaving other letters to their fate, I put my own in my pocket, and 
stuffing my volume of plunder into my bosom, pushed on. About a 
hundred yards in the rear of the chateau we arrived at the first line 
ef works, consisting of a battery for two guns, with a deep trench in 
front of it. It was flanked, both on the right and left, by farm-houses, 
with a good deal of plantation, and a couple of garden walls, and 
would have cost our people nojnconsiderable loss had we been fool- 
hardy enough to attack it. This battery was erected just upon the 
eommencement of the rising ground. On passing it, we found our- 
selves on the face of abare hill, about the length, perhaps, of Shoot- 
er’s Hill, and not dissimilar in general appearance, the summit of 
which was covered by three redoubts, connected the one with the 
ether by two open batteries. As we passed these, we could not but 
remark to ourselves, how painful must have been the feelings of the 
Freych general, when he found himself compelled to abandon his 
works, without an opportunity being given of putting their utility to 
the proof; and we, of course, paid the compliments, which were his 
due, to our own leader, who, by his judicious arrangement, had ren- 
‘dered these works perfectly unprofitable. 

We had just cleared the entrenchments, when a cry arose from the 
rear,“ make way for the cavalry.” Our men accordingly inclined 
to the right of the road, when the 12th and 17th light dragoons rode 
past at a quick trot. sending out half a troop before them to feel 
their way. The object of this movement, as we afterwards found, 
was to hinder, if possible, the destruction of the bridge at St. Jean 
de Luz. But the attempt succeeded only in part, the enemy having 
already set fire to their train. 

“ Push on, push on,” was now the word. We accordingly quicken- 
ed our pace, and reached St. Jeande Luz about nine o’clock ; but we 
were too late to secure a passage over the Nivelle, the bridge being 
@0 :>letely in ruins. Qur cavalry hed reached it only in time to see 
the mine exploded which the French troops had dug in its centre 
arch; and hence a halt became absolutely necessary, till the chasin 
thus created should be filled up. The effect was remarkably strik- 
jog. The whole of the first and fifth divisions, with the King’s Ger- 
man lecion, several brigades of Portuguese, and two divisions of 
Spanish troops, came pouring up, till the southern suburb of St. Jean 
@e Lue was filled with armed men, to the number of, perhaps, twen- 
ty or thirty thousand. 

It is, probably, needless for me to say, that we found St. Jean de 
Luz, for the most part, abandoned by its inhabitants. A few indeed, 
remained; and these consulting, as under such circumstances people 
are justified in consulting, their own safety only, welcomed us by 
waving their handkerchiefs from the windows, and shouting, Vevent 
des Anglois!' Those who thus met us were, however, of the lowest 
desc: iption, all the gentry and-municipality having fled; though they, 
toa, returned after a few days, and placed themselves under our pro- 
tection: They were faithfully guarded against insult ; nor were our 
soldiers permitted to exact any thing from the inhabitants without 
paying for it whatever was detmanded. 

Whilst we were waiting till the bridge should be so far repaired as 
to permit the infantry to cross, 1 happened to stray @ little from the 
ma’: «treet, and beheld, in a lane which ran parallel with the river, a 
spectacle exceedingly shocking. 1 saw no fewer than fifty-three 
@onkeys standing with the simews of the hinder degs cut through. 
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On inquiring from an inhabitant the cause of this, he told me, that 
these poor brutes, being overloaded with the baggage of the French 
army, had knocked up; when the soldiers, rather than suffer them to 
fall into our hands in a serviceable condition, hamstrung them all. 
Why they were not merciful enough to shoot them, I know not; un- 
less, indeed, they were apprehensive of causing an alarm among us 
by the report; but what their caufion hindered, we performed. The 
poor creatures were all shot dead ere we advanced. 

The town of St. Jean de Luz covers about as much ground, and, I 
should guess, contains about as my inhabitants as Carlisle or Canter- 
bury. Itis divided into two parts by the river Nivelle, which falls 
into the sea about a couple or three miles below, at a village, or ra- 
ther port, called Lecoa. Like other French towns of its size, St. 
Jean de Luz is not remarkable for its air of neatness; but there is a 
good market-place in it, two or three churches, and a theatre. The 
Nivelle, where it flows through the city, may be about the width of 
the Eden, or the Isis; it is rendered passable, and the two quarters 
of the city are connected by a stone bridge of three arches; besides 
which, the stream itself is fordable, both for cavalry and infantry, at 
low water. When we came in this morning the tide was up, but it 
had been for some time on the turn; and hence, in about a couple of 
hours, we were perfectly independent of the repairs. By this time, 
however, the broken arch had been united by means of planks and 
beams of wood; but as the junction was none of the most firm, it 
was deemed prudent to send the troopers through the water, whilst 
the infantry only should cross by the bridge. Along with the caval- 
ry was sent the artillery also; and thus, by noon, on the 11th of No- 
vember, the whole of the left column had passed the Nivelle. 

We had hardly quitted St. Jean de Luz, when the weather, which 
during the entire morning had looked suspicious, broke; and a cold, 
heavy rain began to fall. This lasted without any intermission till 
dark; by which means our march became the reverse of agreeable, 
and we felt as if we would have given the enemy a safe-conduct as 
far as Bayonne, in return for a permission to halt, and dry ourselves 
before a fire. But of halting no hint was dropped, nor was it until 
our advanced guard came up with the rear of the French army, 
posted in the village of Bedart, and the heights adjoining, that any 
check was given to our progress. As it was now late, the sun hav- 
ing set, and twilight coming on, it was not judged expedient to dislodge 
the enemy till morning; in consequence of which our troops were 
commanded to halt. There was, however, no covet fer them. On- 
ly a few cottages stood near the road, and the tents were at least 
fourteen miles in the rear; this night was accordingly spent by most 
of us on the wet ground. 

From the moment that the rain began to fall, we remarked that 
the Spanish, and in some instances the Portuguese troops, setting 
the commands of their officers at defiance, left their ranks and scat- 
tered themselves over the face of the country. Whilst this was go- 
ing on, | have good reason to believe that several horrible crimes 
were perpetrated. Of the French peasants, many, trusting to our 
proclamations, remained quietly in their houses; these were in too 
many instances plundered and cruelly treated by the marauders, who 
were, I suspect, urged on to the commission of numerous atrocities, 
by a feeling far more powerful than the desire of plunder—vrevenge 
—a strong and overwhelming thirst of vengeance, drew, I am con- 
vinced, many to the perpetration of the most terrible deeds; indeed, 
one case of the kind came under my own immediate natice, which I 
shall here relate. 

About three o'clock this afternoon, a temporary check took place 
in the line of march, when the corps to which I belonged was about 
two miles distant from Bedart. A brigade of cavalry alone was in 
front of us; a Portuguese brigade, including one regiment of caca- 
dores, was in our rear. Whilst we were standing still in our places, 
the cacadore regiment, breaking its ranks, rushed in a tumultuous 
manner towards two or three cottages on the left of the road. The 
officers with the utmost difficulty recalled them, but a few individu- 
als, as the event proved, succeeded in their effort of insubordination. 
These, however, were not noticed at the time, and it was thought 
that all were where they ought to be. 

A little way, perhaps a couple of hundred yards in front, stood 
another French cottage, surrounded by a garden, and perfectly de- 
tached from all others. In about five minutes after order had been 
restored, we heard a female shriek come from that cottage. It was 
followed by the report of a musket, and ere wé had time to reach the 
spot, another shot was fired. We ran up, and found a poor old 
French peasant lying dead at the bottom of the garden. A bullet 
had passed through his head, and his thin, grey hairs were dyed with 
his own blood. We hastened towards the house, and just as we near- 
ed the door, a cacadore rushed out, and attempted to elude us. But 
he was hotly pursued and taken. When he was brought back, we 
entered the cottage, and to our horror, we saw an old woman, in all 
probability the wife of the aged peasant, lying dead in the kitchen. 

The desperate Portuguese pretended not to deny having perpetra- 
ted these murders. He seemed, on the contrary, wound up toa 
pitch of frenzy. ‘‘They murdered my father, they cut my mother’s 
throat, and they ravished my sister,” said be, ‘‘and I vowed at the 
time, that would put to death the first French family that fell into 
my hands. You may hang me, if you will, but I have kept my oath, 
and | care not for dying.” It is unnecessary to add that the man 
was hanged; indeed, no fewer than eighteen Spanish and Portu- 
guese soldiers shared the same fate.

CRUEL EXPERIMENTS. 


Majendie’s Physiological Lectures. 
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Paris, 

A medical friend took me, a few days ago, to hear a physiological 
lecture, on the subject of respiration, by the celebrated Professor 
Majendie. The room, which was almost filled with young medical 
students, is in the form of a small theatre, and may contain from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred persons. The lecturer was on 
the stage, standing before a large table, at one extremity of which 
was a trough, filled with water, at the other, several glass vases and 
a philosophical apparatus. Three or four students were standing 
near the professor, who were to assist him in his operations. After 
explaining to the audience the different opinions that had been en- 
tertained, at various times, on the power and means of breathing, 
he told them, that almost every system hitherto followed was founded 
ed in error, and said that he would prove his dssertion to be a fact. 
He then took off his coat, and tied an apron round his waist. A 
small spaniel was brought upon the stage; he was sleek, delicate, 
and handsome; his appearance indicated that he had been a lady’s 
favonrite. Poor Fidel wagged his tail and was placed upon the ta- 
ble. The Professor took out a pair of scissors, and cut off all the 
hair that surrounded the animal’s neck; it was turned over, and 
placed upon its back; two of the young men holding its legs, and a 
ithird pressing its mouth. to prevent its cries. Mr. Majendie then 
began to separate, with a sharp instrument, the skin and exterior 
flesh of the neck, from the windpipe, laying it quite bare. The sti- 
fled groans of the unfortunate spaniel were distinctly heard in every 
part of the room. This operation lasted ten minutes; at length, 
when every part of the neck was cut away, the arteries remaizing 
untouched, the poor animal was placed upon its feet, and after run- 
ning slowly about the stage for a minute, it lay down under the ta- 
| ble, as if exhausted by its sufferings. The lecture was resumed, and

darker appearance. To elucidate this fact, another experiment was 
to be tried on the spaniel. One of the assistants whistled, and with 
some difficulty the poor animal stood upon its legs, and came slowly 
towards its executioner. Forgetful of the cruelties it had endured 
and pleased at being caressed, (one of the students patting its back,) 
it wagged its tail, and absolutely “ licked the hand just raised to shed 
its blood.”” [I am not more squeamish than other people, yet I de~ 
clare this sight almost made me faint, and I still shudder at the bor- 
rid recollection. One of the arteries was then cut asunder. from 
which flowed a cup-full of blood, and this was exhibited to the audi- 
ence. The artery was immediately tied with thread, and the dog 
being placed on the ground, to my astonishment ran about the stage, 
although very weak, but apparently not suffering as much as I anti-. 
cipated. The Professor said that the dog would not be able to eat 
or drink, but that he would live in this state three or four days. In 
about an hour he was again put upon the table, and a liquid prepa- 
tion was syringed into the artery, which, after passing through dif- 
ferent parts of the body, issued suddenly from the mouth, and com- 
ing in contact with the air, occasioned a sort of explosion and blue 
flame. The sufferings of the spaniel were dreadful, every muscle 
appeared to be shaken; it writhed with agony. The Professor ex- 
pressed his surprise that the animal had not expired after such an 
operation ; he attributed the circumstance to its state of exhaustion, 
although it was still able to crawl about the table. Another dog was 
now sent for, and a very large mastiff was led upon the stage. Non, 
non, was the general cry through the room; but the no, no, from the 
lips of the English medical students was peculiarly distinguishable. 
‘* Eh bein !” said the Professor, “‘ we will reserve the mastiff for the 
evening lecture.” The spaniel was again placed upon the table, the 
same operation with the syringe was performed, and, to my infinite 
relief, the animal expired. This experimental lecture lasted from 
two till four o’clock. There were, I suppose, five-and-twenty Eng- 
lish among the audience, all of them, probably, with the exception of 
myself, professional gentlemen. [I recognized Drs. Duesbury and 
Edwards among the visiters. The former is much esteemed in Paris 
for his profound science and amiable disposition—the latter is held in 
high estimation for having written several excellent works on physio- 
logy. I must add that the statement made by Mr. Martin respect- 
ing the sum given by Majendie for dogs is erroneous, and the cir- 
cumstance related by the worthy M. P. of a dog having its feet nail- 
ed to a table is perfectly ridiculous. Mr. Majendie stated “ that much 
information had been obtained from the various experiments per- 
forined on animals, and that he avoided, as far as he was able, giv- 
ing pain to these poor animals; if it were some alleviation to the. 
feelings of gentlemen not accustomed to witness such scenes, he- 
begged to say that all the dogs upon which the experiments were 
tried, had been previously doomed to death.” He then ex- 
plained that they were stolen by a set of men, whose sole busi- 
ness is to kill them and sell their skins. A few francs pay for the 
carcase, and great numbers are (at least during the lectures, ) brougbt 
to him. They are sold for two or three shillings each, and more than 
one favourite animal would have been bitterly mourned could the 
fair owners have anticipated the dreadful sufferings the faithful crea - 
tures were doomed to undergo before death. None are spared; the 
spaniel, whose tortures 1 witnessed, was a beautiful little creature 
—possibly the favourite of some lady of the Faubourg St. Germain:

His Majesty having been graciously pleased to approve the accout- 
panying Regulations for the sale and purchase of Commissions of 
unattached retired full and half-pay Officers, they are now promul- 
gated to the Army; and his Royal Highness the Commander im 
Chief enjoins the strictest compliance therewith.

Regulations for the Sale of Retired Full-pay and Fralf-pay Com: 
missions. 
Aprit 25, 1825. 

Half-pay officers, and those on retired full-pay, shall be permitted 
to dispose of theif commissions as unattached half-pay commissions, 
in the manner, and upon the terms hereinafter described. 

To include the officers actually serving in the Veteran Battalions 
who may be considered as belonging to both lists, but who cannot 
now sell; as also General Officers, who may be in the receipt of the 
half-pay, only of that regimental rank on which they retired. 

That the officers on the retired full-pay, and those serving in Vete- 
ran Battalions, shall receive the prices for their commissions, estab- 
lished by his Majesty’s regulations in 182]. 

That the officers who were reduced to half-pay, having purchased 
or served twenty years, and the officers obliged to retire upon half- 
pay, in consequence of wounds, or health impaired by climate, shall 
also receive the same price for their commissions. 

That officers having retired to half-pay at their own request, not in 
consequence of wounds, or health impaired by climate, although 
they should have purchased, shall receive only the old price, as estab- 
lished by the regulation in force previous to 1821.

be called into service) to receive a sum not exceeding the value of 
their annuity. 

It is to be understood, that no officer on the retired or Half-pay 
List, who may hold a garrison situation, will be permitted to retain it, 
if he should sell under this arrangement. 

Further, that the general arrangement shall be limited to those ac- 
tually on the Half-pay or Retired List ; and the time allowed for its 
eperation shall be limited to one year for Officers at home, and to 
one year anda half for officers residing in distant Colonics or coun- 
tries. 

Those officers who have purchased half-pay commissions, as unat- 
tached commissions, would, after serving on full-pay in the rank so 
purchased, be as admissible to the permission to sell what they may 
have purchased as any other officers on full-pay, under his Majesty’s 
regulations. ; 

The purchasers of the half-pay commissions, above the rank of 
Ensign, shall be invariably officers on full-pay. 

No officer shall be allowed to purchase two steps on Half-pay, 
without having served in the intermediate time two years on Full-pay, 
it being of course understood that his general period of service 
would otherwise entitle him to the promotion.

THEATRICAL LIFE. 


By an Actor. 
Ocr. 17, 1824. 

My Dear Grorce—I have received your kind favour, and the 
pheasants, “for which relief much thanks’’—Mary and I are really 
obliged, and I have great pleasure in saying that the cbildren, con- 
sidering the delicacy of their constitutions, are for the most part 
pretty well. 

In answer to your questions about my professional success, I 
ought, | believe, in candour to say it has been most decided, aud I 
am growing every day more popular with the public; but bitter- 
ly indeed do I lament having quitted the trade to which my poor fa- 
ther apprenticed ine, for although | am quite at the top of the tree, 
{ am the most unhappy creature in the whole world. 

I used vainly to imagine that the business of an actor was all 
play, but I have found to my cost that no trade, no profession upon 
earth, is so perpetually laborious to mind and body—laborious, too, 
at times and seasons when other people are partaking of the amuse- 
ments and enjoyments of social and domestic lite. At ten o’clock I 
go to rehearsal—study and arrange all the nonsense which the ma- 
nager chooses to accept from the wretched play-writers—(who are 
ail either in jail, er expecting to be sent there every day of their 
misei able lives)—liable to be fined forty pounds for refusing to per- 
form a part which I know does not suit me, and in which no human 
being, except the author, can see the slightest merit; there I remain 
the whole morming, groping about, behind the scenes, in the dark, 
smoky atmosphere of the piay-house, or listening in the green-room 
to calumnies and dirty stories of our “ brethren of the sock and bus- 
kin,” till perhaps three; then mount to the wardrobe, where, in 


most laudable activity. 

All this over, I 
the degradation of the ladies of the protession, who, by the conve- 
nient connivance of the conductors of our theatrical establishments,

HIS MAJESTY’S VISIT TO COVENT GARDEN 
THEATRE. 





His Majesty having signified his intention to honor Covent-Gar. 
den Theatre with his presence last night, the King’s box was fitted 
up in the usual splendour for the occasion, and all the private boxes 
over it were set apart for his Majesty's attendants. A Guard of Ho- 
nor, commanded by Major Bentinck, marched, at half-past five 
o’clock, into Prince’s-place, Hart-street, where the King enters the 
Theatre. Sir R. Birnie, the Chief Magistrate of the Police, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Minshull and Mr. Ha!*, the Magistrates, with Townsend, 
Saver, and a numerous assemblage of Police-officers under their di- 
rection, attended to preserve order, which was admirably accom- 
plished. 

The passage and stairs on which his Majesty was to ascend to his 
box, were covered with carpet. A party of the Yeoman Guards 
lined the entrance hall. 

At half-past six o'clock five of the Royal carriages were in readi- 
ness ia the court-yard of the King’s Palace, Pall-mall, the coachmen 
in their State liveries. At ten minutes before seven o'clock his Ma- 
esty entered his carriage, dressed in a blue uniform, the same as he 
wore at the last Levee, with four splendid Orders on his left breast. 
The King was attended in his carriage by the Master of the Horse

In the first carriage were Mr. Lewis and Mr. Legge, the Gentle- 
men Ushers in Waiting, and also the Exons.

The King was escorted by a party of Life Guards, the streets and 
houses through which the King was to pass, were thronged with spec- 
tators. The Royal cay alcade proceeded by Charing-eross, St. Mar- 
tin’s-lane, Long-«cre, James-street, Hart-street, &c. His Majesty's 
alighting from his carriage was announced by the sound of trum- 
pets. The King was received by Mr. Kemble and Captain Forbes, 
two of the proprietors, Mr. Fawcett, the siage-manager, and Mr. 
Gardner, the Groom of the King’s Great Chamber. 

The announcement that the King is about to visit the national 
Theatres, is always received with feelings of the warmest satisfaction 
by the people of the metropolis, and never was there a period, at 
which those feelings were more pure and unalloyed. The reign of 
George the Fourth has been a reign of glory and prosperity, never 
surpassed in “ the tide of times,” and the qualities of the Monarch 
have been proved to be worthy of the splendid events which have 
marked his sway. Unawed by a gigantic and terrific warfare, he 
persisted in protecting the liberty of Great Britain and of Europe 
| from the iron grasp of military despotism; and even when the Gallic 
| standard waved on the plains of Moscow, and many a heart sunk 
; with dread and apprehension, he was yet firm in a-confident reliance 
upon the goodness of his cause, and the steadiness, energy, and re- 
sources of his people. Sincé-victory and peace, ‘together crawnrd 
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the exertions of our country, every public act of the King has been 
an act of liberality aud patriotism, a sacrifice of personal advantage, 
an effort of beneficence, or a display of earnest and unaffected anx- 
iety to promote those arts, Which at once embellish and exalt the 
character of man. 

No sooner was his Majesty's intention to visit the Theatre gencral- 
ly known, than crowds flocked to the Box-office, and in a few hours 
every place was taken. The effects of the eagerness to obtain ad- 
mission were visible in various ways last night—in early atiendance 
to await the opening of the doors—in the tremendous rush that fol- 
lowed, and in the earnest and troublesome solicitations addressed to 
those very important personages the box-keepers and constables. 

Jn awaiting the arrival of his Majesty, the audience were at no loss 
for amusement. The principal object of atientién was the hoisting 
of several women from the pit into the dress-boats. This operation 

was performed with admirable dexterity and delicacy, and the suffer- 
ers were received with a kindness of demeanour by the ladies and 

gentlemen in the boxes, which appeared to afford much pleasure to 
the gods, who testified their approbation by thunders of applause. 
At, we believe, exactly seven o'clock, the King entered his box. 

A universal acclamation followed. His Majesty advanced and bow- 

ed repeatediy with grace, dignity and cordiality. Several rounds ot 

cheering followed. On the rising of the curtain for God save the 

King, the house presented a very striking appearance. The stage 

was filled, and of the crowds which occupied the boxes, a great pro- 

portion consisted of ladies, well dressed, but far more adorned by 
natare than by art—at once commanding admiration and exciting 
more tender feelings by the combination of noble and majestic pro- 
portions with gentieness and feminine expression. Der Freischuls 
went off rather flatly. The novelty is gone off, and the Covent-Gar- 
den version is by far the worst that has been made of this popular 
opera. Onits conclusion, Rue Britiannia was sung, and God sare 
the King was again performed. His Majesty appeared to join hear- 
tily in Rule Britannia, and by & change of position afforded to many 
charming eyes an opportunity of seeing him, which had been ear- 

If the ladies had been an addressing body, a_privi- 

lece denied to them by the usages of society, a petition would cer-

Several passages were seized upon and ap- 
plied to the occasion, and that with a discrimination, as to what 
might be noticed consistently with propriety and dramatic effect, 
which could not have been expecied in so numerous an asscinbly. 
The very choice of such a piece showed at once that the King was 
not too sensitive to hear a joke upon Royalty with perfect good hu- 
mour ; and his Majesty joined in the general langh which the occa- 
sional touches of satire excited. The audience were particularly de- 
lighted with the appearanca of two Yeomen of the Guard, who looked 
like fae similes of those who attended the Royal box. Shouts of ap- 
plause followed Copp’s saying “ We are governed by a Merry Mo- 
narch,” and his candid and indulgeat admission, ** Charley has some 
good points :—Oh yes, I like Charley.” At the end of Charles the 

Second, God save the King was once more sung with enthusiasm. 

His Majesty then bowed to all parts of the House, and retired amidst 

the warmest demonstrations of respect and attachment. Ilis Royal

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MEDITATIONS AMONGST THE TOMBS. 

BOW STREET.—On Saturday, a very respectably dressed young 
man, who gave his name William Logan, was brought up from 5t. 
Paul’s watch-house, under the following rather extraordinary circum- 
stances: Pairick Ledwiich,a genuine Hibernian, who hus had the good 
fortune to be elevated to the rank of conservator of the peace, gave 
the following history of this curious adventure: * Plase your wor- 
ship,”’ says Pat, “ just between two and three o’clock this morning, 
as Tim Sullivan and myself was going round this bate, we saw a man 
come over the rails out of the church yard, in Covent Garden, and 
walk away over across the market, towards Favishtock street,” so 
says I to Ti:n, plase your worship, says I, “‘Tim, did'nt there aman, 
or something, come out of the church yard, there now?” “ Faiks, 
then, there did,” says Tim to me, “and he’s upon no good, only one 
of the insurrection jnen that steals away the poor dead corpses out of 
their cowld graves for the surjeants ;”" so we runned after him, and 
we stopped this man jist at the corner of Tavishtock street; and when | 
we axed him what he was about, in the church yard, at such a season- 
able time of the night—’twas jist pon the stroke of three o'clock; he

Logan, when called on for his defence, said, he did not affect to 
geany that he had come out of the church yard, but declared that, 
however appearances might justify the various suspicions of the two 
watchmen, vet, in reality, they were both erroneous. He went into 
the church yard neither to disturb the dead, nor yet to obtain access 
to the living, It was. in point of fact, nothiog in the world hut a drunk- 
ev fratic, for which he aow felt extremely sorry, particularly if it was 
likely to attach suspicion to an ianocent woman, for inqocent she was, 
at least, sofar as conccrued his noctygnal ramble among the tombs. 
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The Magistrate said, that all he asserted might be true, although 
circumstances looked rather suspicious as regarded one side of the 
picture. There would be no difficulty of getting over the charge of 
resurrectionism, but there was good reason to believe that the second 
watchman had argued right, when he insinuated that a living subject 
was the attraction. He should therefore expect the young gentleman 
to find bail, in case complaint should be made hereafter touching 
this adventure. 

HATTON GARDEN.—Saturday Mister Peter Morgan, a dancing 
master, whose agility has often delighted the fair-going folks at Bow, 
Camberwell, and Stepney, was brought up on the charge of laying 
violent hands upon the pretty little widow Keightley, who is the 
obliging landlady of the Faicou public house, in Goswell-street road. 

After a lapse of four or five minutes, during which the revenge of 
the widow had advanced from 99 to 129 deg. Fahrenheit, the Ma- 
gistrate desired her to state her complaint, which she did with an 
eagerness of haste that bafiled the speed of stenography to overtake; 
hut the essence of the harangue was to this effect: ‘On Friday even- 
ing, betweeneight and nine o’cleck, she was sitting in her bar, chat- 
ting with a friend, when Mr. Morgan came in, “half-seas-over,” and 
asked her to open a bottle of wine, which she prudently refused. 

Mr. Morgan, finding he could not get wine, asked for brandy and 
water, but this was also refused, on which he became quite ‘ obstrop- 
ulous,” and reeled into the bar to help himself, which was a liberty 
she could not endure, and therefore ordered the waiter to push him 
out. This was no sooner attempted, than a scuffle ensued ; the wait- 
er was knocked down; bottles, jugs, and glasses, were broken in 
abundance; and, finally, he attacked herseif with such violence that 
she was compelled to run out of the bar, and call in the watchman to 
her assistance, by whom he was ultimately taken away. The damage 
occasioned was very considerable, but she did not regard that so 
much as she did the character of her house and her own character, 
being “a lone woman, and a widow beside.” These allegations were 
confirmed by the evidence of two witnesses, and by the production of 
atatiered gauge handkerchief, which had unfortunately proved but a 
superficial protection against the rude invasion of Morgan’s hands. 

With all due humility the culprit admitted the offence, but pleaded 
inebriety in exienuation thereof, and offered to defray the expenses 
of all he had broken, clapping the waiter’s head into the bargain, who, 
by the way, was in attendance to prefer a second charge, should his 
inistress fail in her complaint. 

The Magistrate observed, that drunkenness could not be accepted 
asan apology for an assault of so aggravated a nature, and ordered 
Morgau to fiud bail.

THE MINES OF MEXICO. 


“A Letler to Alexander Baring, Esq. M. P. onthe Subject of some 
Observations reported to have been made by him in the House of 
Commons, on the 16th Murch, 1825, in relation to the Foreign 
Mining Associations. "—By J. W. Pow es. 

The animadversions lately made in Parliament on the subject of 
Mining, were of 4 nature to excite attention in the City, and if lit- 
tle weight was to be attached to the allegations of the younger of 
| the Representatives of Westminster, the case was very different in 
regard to one who stauds so high, both in fortune and connexion, as 
Mr. Baring. The assertions made by that gentleman in the debate 
of Wednesday, the 16th instant, have drawn forth a spirited rejoin- 
der from a merchant well known in the City for the active part he 
has taken in extending our intercourse with Spanish America.  Ad- 
verting to Me. Baring’s opinion, that “all the Mining Associations 
would turn out to be delusions,’ be thus expresses himself :— 

“These observations were evidently intended by you for the bene- 
fitof the ‘uninformed’ part of the community, to whom you would 
conceive it to be your duty to address these words of counsel and 
warning. 

“T shall not, I hope, be thought unmindful of the respect due to 
ithe high station you occupy in the commercial world, or to the de- 
served weight of your character, if I say, that precisely in the de- 
gree in which that uninformed part of the public shall be guided by 
these observations, will they really become the victims of ‘delusion.’ 

“The nonsense which is talked in club rooms and coffee-houses 
on these subjects; the erroncous conceptions which have sometimes 
found their way into Courts of Justice respecting them (for who are 
more particularly ignorant of the dealings of life than lawyers 7) 
may be passed over in silence; but when the first merchant in the 
country deliberately puts forth, in his place in the Senate, sueh un- 
founded opinions as are thus attributed to you, it is time that some 
attempt be inade, however feebly, to place the nature of these trans- 
actions in its true light. 

“To proceed at once to your first remark : 

“ He (Mr. Baring) believed that ail the mining “ associations 
would turn out to be delusions .” 

“*Is it adelusion to affirm, that up to the year 1810, the mines of 
Mexico (of which alone, for the sake of convenience, I will speak) 
produced annually a considerable amount of specie, over aud above 
the expense of working them—that they not only enriched the pro- 
prietors, and paid large duties to the State, but were also the source 
from which considerable remittances were periodically made to the 
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of that plan and section of Valenciana, which you and I were desi- 
red to inspect whilst in London; and all the mines that | have in~ 


spected seem to be worked on the same irregular and confused sys- 
tem. 


‘In some mines, there are opportunities to get adits of near ene 


hundred fathoms deep, by driving three hundred fathoms; yet they 
have not availed themselves of this advantage in a single instance 
that has come under my observation. But we shall certainly avail 
ourselves of adits whenever they offer such advantage. In several 
instances, there 18 water to drive power-wheels a great part of the 
year, but it has never been used in any way whatever; and. I believe 
a wateracheel ts not known in the country,—I have not heard of suck a 
thing. The water is taken out of the deep mines by malacates 
(whims, English,) and out of the smaller mines on sri, 2 shoulders 
And ali the processes of crushing and dressing the ore are performed 
by mules. 

“*The way of crushing and amalgamating, I consider as ve 
rude, expensive, andtedious. Ittakes one hundred men and ee, 
mules to pulverize five tons of stone. Nearly the whole of this Seek 
might be done by a twelve or thirteen-feet wheel stamp. Mechanics 
in every branch, are far more behind than I couid possibly have eon- 
ceived, if I had not been here to witness it.’ 

“There is another source of advantage, too, enjeyed in this un- 
dertaking, which, | confess, J anticipate will go somewhat towards 
the adventurers losing their all. It was, and is, the custom of the 
Mexican mine proprietors, to sell the ores weekly at the pit’s meuth, 
leaving to others the grain to be derived from reducing them; and 
the net profit which I have stated as derived from Valenciana was 
produced on this plan—that is, simply by the operation of raising 
theore. The English Associations proceed upon the plan of redu- 
cing the ore also, and thus uniting the two branches of the business. 
Those who are particularly acquainted with the last mentioned 
branch of the subject, will be best able to appreciate to what extent 
itis delusive to reckon on considerable benefit from this union.” 

He coucludes his letter by some remarks of a more comprehen- 
sive character, applicable not only to the Mines, but to the con- 
nexion, in a general sense, between a country like this, abounding 
in capital, and one like Spanish America, which, while it is almost 
wholly destitute of capital, presents the richest field to the enter- 
prising merchant.

It is said that the New Royal Academy, to be built on part of the 
present King’s Mews, is to be an exact model of the Parthenon, and 
lighted wholly from the roof. 

Letters from Van Dieznan’s Land have been received to the 28th 
October. It was proposed that the seat of government should be 
removed to Brighton. At Bagdad, seventeen miles from Hobart- 
Town, the increase and improvement of the quality of wool appears 
to attract attention, and the wool transmitted to England had been 
returned in cloth with the most favourable reports of the quality by 
the Yorkshire manufacturers: Specimens of the timber of the colo- 
ny had also been sent off—other merchants advertising that they 
may be seen at different stores. The reports are favourable as to 
their quality and value. An Agvicultural Society was about being 
established. 


At the Carlow Meeting, on Tuesday, Thomas Finn, Esq. said, 
“That an Englishman and a Scotchman, both manufacturs, had 
been in that town @ few days ago, to have muslin shawls wrought, 
fit for the South American market—that they visited the Convent, 
where three hundred children are educated, and taught every des- 
cription of needle-work—that 100 of the children were immediate- 
ly set to work, and if 600 hands could be there obtained, they might 
all be so employed—that the children actually emyloyed, carned 8:.

The writer then goes more into detail, and brings forward specific 
reasons for the favorable anticipations of himself and others, who 
have embarked in these enterprises :— 

“Baron Humboldt, himself a practical and scientific miner, who 
personally visited the mines of Mexico, forcibly describes the waste 
of human and of animal labor which attended all the Mexican pro- 
ceedings. In addition to his published works, I have now before me 
a letter of many pages from him, written in Feb. 1824, consisting 
solely of suggestions for improving the Mexican system. 

“What did the Cornish miners find when they arrived at Guan- 
axuato? Captain Garby, a miner of judgment and experience, 
writes to a brother miner in Cornwall, ‘in this immense mine (Va- 
lenciana) there is not a single level that you can put your barrow 
through, and but four shafis in all its length—they have no method 
of extending levels or driving adits, but to cut an opening on an in- 
clined plane into the mine, without any consideration of its ultimate 
utility. There are many of the mines from one hundred to three 
hundred yards deep, that have no shaft or machinery for discharging 
either water or stuff but all accomplished by manual labor on men’s 
shoulders. They work wherever they find metal, without any re- 
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-gard to any other circumstance, which is a full description for you 


a trifling allowance for expenses beyond the estimate, we may call 
it Eight Millions sterling. M. De Chabrol estimates all the goods 
brought up the Seine to Paris by land or water, at 1000 tons per 
diem. Suppose 400,000 tons come by the new canal in a year, then

of the St. Vincent’s repairs was £12,776, and that of the Redoubta- 
ble, £15,299.

The demand for men to the Greenland and Davis’ Straits fisheries 
has this year been very great both in Orkney and Zetland. By the 
latest accounts there were about 1000 engaged at Stromness, and 
1400 at Lerwick. The wages have latterly risen to £3 per month, 
and Is. 6d. per ton of oil. It is computed that this branch of the 


fisheries alone will this year leave and circulate in these islands about 
£50,000. 


In a field near Basingstoke, last week, a robin’s nest with five eggs 
was found iu a “ monstrous scare-crow” that had been erected for the 
sole purpose of frightening away every species of the feathery tribe! 

On Saturday week arrived at Portpatrick, from the Thames, his 
Majesty's steam-packats, the Dasher, Captain Smithitt, and the Ar- 
row, Captain Pasco, to be employed in the conveyance of the mail 
between that place and Donaghadee. Both these steam-packets are 
newly and completely fitted out for the service, and afford the most 
elegant accommodation for passengers. The distance between Port- 
patrick and Donaghadee being only about 20 miles, a passage, cither 
by the steam or sailing packet, in little more than two hours may, in 
future, be depended on. ‘The two harbours at Portpatrick are in a 
state of great forwardness. Nearly 400 men are daily employed 
upon them; and when completed they will contain, during high wa- 
ter, aspace of l4 acres, with a depth of 34 feet, which will render 
them the largest salt water harbours in Scotland. May 1th.

(Earl of Inverness) entered the room, accompanied by the Hon. 
James Abercromby, M. P.; Right Hon. Charles Grant, M. P.; Al- 
derman Crowder; A. Campbell, Esq. M. P.; Robert Downie, Esq. 
M. P.; Sir Peter Lawrie; Colonel D’ Este, &c. 

An excellent band was provided for the occasion, assisted by the 
vocal talents of Messrs. Broadhurst, Bellamy, Pyne, Master J. Smith, 
tc. &c. who delighted the company with several national airs, glees, 
&c. 

After the usual loyal toasts were drunk, with every demonstration 
of respect, Mr. Abercromby, in a neat and appropriate speech, pra- 
posed the heaith of his Royal Highness the Duke of Sussex. 

His Royal Highness in returning thanks observed, that he felt 
highly flattered by the complimentary manner in which his health 
had been proposed. He would trespass upon their attention but for 
a few moments, and if it were in his power by the force of his obser- 
vations to find the way to a Scotchman’s heart, he doubted not, but 
that it would be succeeded by finding the way to his pocket. (Ap- 
plause.) He would not, however, go into any lengthy details of the 
many advantages attending this institution, at which he had had the 
honor of presiding, since the lamented decease of an illustrious rela- 
tive—a member of that family to which he belonged, and whose anx- 
ious duty it had ever been to watch over the comforts and liberties 
of the people. (Applause.) His Royal Highness proceeded to give 








a brief sketch of the present circumstances of the charity, by 
which it appeared, that this Society was instituted in 1701, by a few 
benevolent individuals in Edinburgh, whose efforts were then limited 
to objects within and near that metropolis; their activity and good 
management soon gained for it additional patronage and encourage- 
ment. Its funds increased, its sphere of usefulness extended, and 
its philanthropic influence at length reached those dark and distant 
regions of the north, where the errors of superstition and ignorance 
had too long prevailed. Subsequently, an Act of Parliament (he be- 
lieved in 1738, in the reign of George LI.) was obtained, authorizing 
them to erect schools of industry for the instruction of youth of both 
sexes, but more particularly females, and from that period, the chari- 
ty had been gradually increasing, until latterly, their schools amount- 
ed to one hundred, at which nearly 20,000 young persons, chiefly 
girls, were occupied in employments befitting their sex, while at the 
same time they learn to read the scriptures, and were taught the first 
principles of the christian religion. The Highlands, and Islands of 
North Britain, had ever been, and still were, the fruittul nursery of 
Britannia’s Navy and Army; for, although the whoie population of 
Scotland amounied to little more than that of the three English Me-. 
tropolitan counties of Surrey, Kent, and Middlesex, still it was an 

indubitable fact, that her numbers of naval and military, bore a dis- 

tinguished proportion to those of all England.—From her heath co-

The bill 
was, on the next night, carried up to the House of Lords, when it 
was, on the motion of the Earl of Donoughmore, read a Gist time, 
and ordered to be printed. Its second rcading was fixed fir Tues- 


day, 17th May. 


In the House of Commons on the 13th May, Mr. Huskisson mov- 
ed for a third reading of the Ware House Corn Bill, which bill con- 
tained the provision for admitting Canada wheat. Some suggestions 
were thrown out of the possibility of a fraudulent admixture of Ame- 
rican wheat being imported with that from Canada. In reply to 
which Mr. H. said, that the quantity of exportable wheat from Ca- 
nada was 50,000 quarters, but if it should appear during the average 
of the next five years that over 100,000 should be exported, suspicion 
might justly a: ise of au admixture of wheat from the United States, 
and that be would then recommend that means be adopted to prevent 
the abuse. 

The Treaty of Commerce between Great Britain and Buenos-Ayres 
was ratified by his Majesty’s government on the 11th May. 

The Feench govermmacut have come to the determination not to re- 
cognize the independence of the South American States until Spain 
herself shall setthe example. We have no doubt that the English 
merchants and manufacturers are very glad to hear this. Good 
faith is the reason given for this resolution. Why did not those good 
good principles animate France forty years ago?

Important Offtial Communication.—Mr. Rippon, from the Bank 
of England, has just now made an important communication to the 
members of the Stock Exchange, to this effect: That the holders of 
the Stock created in 1797, called the Loyalty Loan, will have the op- 
tion of taking Consols for the rmount of their Stock at 75 ; or, if they 
dog.nat accept of this boon, Government will pay off the amount at 
par, on or before the 3d of July next. This would give the holders 
four per cent. for the money advanced. _ 
stock amounted, in 1797, to eighteen millions and a half, at five per 
cent. interest; in 1802, sixteee millions were paid off, or rather ex- 
changed for other descriptions of stock; subsequently, further ar- 
rangements were made, leaving about 600,)00I. to be paid off now, 
r exchanged for Consols, as we have before stated.
